They know the Courfe of the Town, and 
the general Characters of Perfons; By this Means 
they will fometimes tell the moft agreeable Falfhoods 
Amagynable.. They will acquaint you, that fuch a 
One of a quite contrary Party faid, that tho’ you 
were engaged. in different Interefts, yet he had the 

reateft Refpect for your good Senfe and Addrefs, 

hen one of thefe has a little Cunning, le paffes 

his Time in the utmoft Satisfaction to himfelf and 
his Friends : For his Pofition is never to report or 
{peak a difpleafing Thing to his Friend. As for 
letting him go on inan Error, he knows Advice 
againtt them is the Office of Perfons of greater Ta- 
lents and lefs Difcretion. 

The Latin Word for a Flatterer (Affentator) im- 
plies no more than a Perfon that barely confents ; 
and indeed {uch a one, if a Man were able to pur- 
chafe or maintain him, carinot be bought too dear. 
Such a one never contradicts you, but gains upon 
You, not by a fulforn Way of commending you in 

oad Terms, but liking whatever you propote or 
utter ; at the fame Time is ready to beg your Par- 


don, and fainfay you, if you chance to fpeak Hl 
of your fel An old Ludy is very ieldom without 


{uch a Companion as this, who can recite the Nines 
of all her Lovers, and the Matches refuted by her 
in the Days when fhe minded fuch Vanities, as the 
is pleafed to call them, tho’ fhe fo much approves 
the Menvion of them. It is to be noted, that a 
Woman's Flatterer is generally elder than her iclf, 
her Years ferving at once to recommend her Patro- 
nefs's Age, and to add Weight to her Complaifance 
in all other Particulars. 

We Gentlemen of fimall Fortunes are extremely 
neceflitous in this Particular. I have indeed one 
who fmokes with me often; but his Parts are fo 
low, that all the Incenfe he does me is to fill his 
Pipe with me, and to be out at juft as many Whitts 
as ftake. Thts is all the Praife or Affent that he 
ts capable of, yet there are more Hours when I 
would 


would rather be in his Company than that of the 
brighteft Man I know. It would be an hard Mat- 
ter to give an Account of this Inclination to -be 
flattered ; but if we go to the Bottam of it, we 
fhall find that the Pleafure in it is fomething like 
that of receiving Money which lay out. Every 
Man thinks he has an Eftate of. Reputation, and 1s 
glad to fee one that will bring any of it Home to 
him: It is no Matter how dirty a Bag it is con- 
veyed to him in. or by how clownitfh a Meflenger, 
fo the Money is good. All that we want to be 
pleated with Flattery, is to believe that the Man is 
fincere who gives it us. It is by this one Accident, 
that abfurd Creatures often outrun the more Skil- 
ful in this Art. Their Want of Ability is here an 
Advantage, and their Bluntnefs, as it 1s the feem- 
ing Effect of Sincerity, is the beft Cover to Artifice, 

Terence introduces a Flatterer talking toa Cox- 
comb whom he cheats out of a Livelihood, and a 
third Perfon on the Stage makes on him this plea- 
fant Remark, “ This Fellow ba§\gn Art of making 
** Fools Madmen.” The Love of’ Flattery 1s indeed 
fometimes the Weaknefs of a great Mind ; but you 
ice. it alfo.in Perfons who otherwite difcover no 
Manuer of Relifh of any Thing above meer Sens 
juality. Thefe latter it fometimes improves, but 
always debafes the former. A Fool is in himfelf 
the Object of Pity till he ts flattered. By the Force 
of that his Stupidity is raifed into Affectation, and 
he becomes of Dignity enough to be ridiculous. 
I remember, a role, that upon. one’s faying, Thé 
Times are fo ticklifh that there muft great Care be 
taken what one fays in Converfation, anfwered 
with an Aig of Surlinefs and Honelty, If People 
will be free, let them be fo in the Manner that I 
am, who never'abufe a Man but to his Face. ’He 
had no Reputation for faying dangerous Truths; 
therefore when it was repeated, You abufe a Man 
but to his Face ? Yes, fays he, I flatter-him. - 

It is indeed the greateft of Injuries to flatter an 
but the Unhappy, or fuch' as are difpleafed with 
themfelves for fome Infirmity. -In‘this latter Cafe 
we have a Member of our Club;’ that when 
Sir Feffery falls afleep, wakens him-with Snoring. 
This makes Sir Fffry hold up for.fome Moments 
the longer, to fee there are Men younger than him- 
{elf among us, who are more Lethargick than he is. 

When Fiattery is practited upon any other Con- 
fideration, it is the moft abject Thing in Nature ; 
nay, I cannot think of any Charaéter below the 
Flatterer, except he that envies him. You meet 
with Fellows prepared to be as mean as poffible in 
their Condefcenfions and Expreffions ; but they 
want Perfonsand Talents to rife up to fuch a Bafe- 
nefs. Asa Coxcomb is a Fool of Parts, fo is a Flat- 
terer a Knave of Parts. 

The beft of this Order that I know, is one who 
difguiles it under a Spirit of Contradiction or Re- 
proof. He told an errant Driveler the other Day, 
That hedid not Care for being in Company with 
him, becaufe he heard he turned his abfent Friends 
into Ridicule. And upon Lady Autumn's difputing 
with him about fomething that happened’ at the 


Revolution, he replied with a very angry Tone, ; 


Pray, Madam, give me leave to know more of a 
Thing in which I was actually concerned, than you 
who were then in your Nurfe’s Arms. *
